A Cnrions Scientific Instrument. 
A New York paper mentions a curious 


instrument invented by a young Japan- 
ese engineer. It IB a familiar fact to 
those acquaiuted with the problems of 
surveying and eugneering, that the most 
tedious calculation a associated with pro- 
fessional services of that class arise from 
the method of triangnlation now in use, 
aud from the fatiguing and abstruse re- 
lations of Bines and cosines which enter 
into the work. The necessity of M in- 
strument capable of measuring these 
relations with accuracy and of experi- 
mentally solving the problems of trigo- 
nometry arising in the course of a sur- 
vey, has been long confessed by engi- 
neers. The invention perfected by the 
young Japanese engineer—not patented, 
t.v the way—consists primarUy of a steel 
or brass plate, near the bottom of which 
is a giaduatcd bar which may represent 
the base of any given triangle. The bar 
is graduated into ten equal parts vnth 
extreme accuracy, and these sections are 
again graduated until a linear register of 
the utmost conceivable fineness is pro- 
duced 
Atoueendof the bar is fixed a 


semicircular plate, the c-rcumference of 
which is graduated into degrees, min- 
utes, and seconds, and the base of whicn 
is parallel with the bar itself. At the 
other end is placed a quadrant, or quar- 
ter of a circle, graduated in the same 
manner. At the center of each of the 
circles of which these plates form sec- 
tions, a movable bar turns upon a pivot 
in the samp manner as the hands of a 
clock. Bath of these bars is graduated 
into ten equal parts of the same length 
as those of thft bases, aud each part is 
dnely subdivided. 
The quadrant and 


semicircular plates are also so con- 
structed as to slide into the fixed bar, 
thus forming a base-line of any conven- 
ient or assignable length. 
With th» 


instrument such problems aa rhosein 
which one angle and the adjacent sides, 
one side and the adjacent angles, or one 
angle and the opposite side are given, to 
find the other factors, may be performed 
nstantaneoasly 
without calculation, 


[aving for example, one angle and the 


adjacent sides given, the engineer re-

Hie Biking BnrineM. 


The baker comes down to ns from an- 


tiquity, tnd has always figured more or 
teu prominently in sacred and profane 
history. Witness the conspicuous part 
played by Pharoah's baker, and the ap- 
pearance of the functionary in nursery 
tore in connection with the butcher and 
the candle-stick maker. The baker and 
his cavernous oven belong to many lands 
and many ages, but it was reserved for 
modern days to transform the industry 
from an enlargement of the domestic 
process into one of the branches of 
trade employing labor-saving machinery. 


Let us first inspect the cracker de- 


partment. The cracker is a "peculiar 
institution." The dongh is first pre- 
pared in long troughs. It is then put 
into a "worm," where a device which 
resembles a huge corkscrew tarns and 
twists it, gives it its final kneading and 
forces it into a trough, from which it is 
passed through rollers and appears in a 
long sheet, ready to be cut into crackers. 
This work is performed by a cutting ma- 
chine, which by sliding the sheet of 
dough on a table under a die, cntaout 
720 Crackers a minute. These are taken 
from the table on a flat wooden shovel 
and deposited in the oven, and the clip- 
pings are thrown back into the donah 
trough. Gazing in at the mouth of the 
oven we see a spacious compartment 
which we are told measures twenty feet 
square and thirty feet deep. It is heated 
by a fnr«aee in the basement of the 
building. 
||Theoven contains eight shelves, nine 
feet long and three feet wide, arranged 
on a revolving frame and holding two 
and a half barrels of crackers. Eight 
minutes are required for the baking, and 
as soon as one shelf is emptied it is filled 
again from the cutting table. The baked 
crackers are conveyed to bins in the up- 
per story by an arrangement somewhat 
similar to that by which grain is ele- 
vated. The buckets empty the crackers 
into a bin where they are allowed to cool 
and fall into a receptacle beneath, from 
which they are taken and packed. The 
packing machine is a curiously-contrived 
devices and arranges the crackers in 
rows so aa to greatly facilitate the work 
of the packer. About thirty-two barrels 
per day is the product of the establish- 
ment of which we speak. 


Let us pass to that part of the bakery 


where ginger snaps are made. Long, 
thin sheets of "snap" dough pass be- 
neath a cutting machine, similar to that 
used for crackers, which punches out 
twelve snaps at a stroke or 861 per min- 
ute ! The cakes are then passed through 
steam and water to give them a glossy 
appearance, and are then placed in the 
oven, which has tables revolving hori- 
zontally. One turn of the tables bakes 
the thin snaps, and two turns does the 
business for the thicker ones. The tune 
taken to convert the dongh into a baked 
snap is only about five minutes, and 50,- 
000 snaps per hour, or 500,000 per day is 
the product. 


After all, bread is the most important 


product of the baker. Here we see a 
revolving crank in an iron trough mixing 
ten barrels of ftour in eight minutes. 
The bread is given four " risings," and 
the weight of each loaf is ascertained 
before it passes to tlie oven. The num- 
ber of loaves turned ont every day is 
3,100. About 500 loaves of brown bread 
are Baked daily, some cooked by heat 
and some by steam, the latter proceis 
requiring six hours.

Incinerating Cadavers. 


The crematiouists claim to have made 


considerable progress in enlisting public 
opinion on their side, but it is a notable 
circumstance that very few bodies have 
as yet been given to the flames. The 
Le Moyne cremation furnace at Wash- 
ington, Pa., has been in existence for 
some years, and it has not averaged the 
cremation of two corpses a year. No 
one has been cremated in England as 
yet, and when Sir Charles Dilke's wife 
died, the body had to be taken to Gotha, 
Germany, to be incinerated. In Milan. 
Dresden, and Gotha are 
admirably 


equipped furnaces for 'thus disposing of 
the dead, but it is believed that not 
more than a hundred bodies have been 
thus disposed of. In truth, creamation 
is an old pagan rite that can be traced 
back to the worship of fire or the sun. 
There is much to be said against our 
present method of burial. Cemeteries 
or graveyards are unwholesome, and are 
no longer permitted in or near large 
cities. Then, the rotting away in a cof- 
fin is very offensive. 
A sensible plan is 


that which obtains in some parts of Eng- 
land, where the body is laid in a wicker 
basket und placed underground in dry 
earth so that it will mingle with the soil 
without becoming offensive. 
If ceme- 


teries and graveyards are persisted in, 
in course of time the earth will become 
too small for its burial places, and we 
will be forced finally to cremation or a 
wicker basket. We must leam to pay 
less respect to the mortal remains and 
more to the personality of those who 
have passed awav.

They are to be de 
fended by the state, although, to save 
appearances, the state officials engag- 
ed in defending men accused of the 
gravest crimes against the political 
rights of their fellow citizens are to 
assume the character of private indi- 
viduals for the nonce. Under the 
circumstances it is entirely in keep- 
ing with the whole business that the 
committee should call on Democrats 
everywhere for their moral support 
Up to date the South Carolina Dem- 
ocratic proceedings have been chiefly 
immoral.

Clifford treated her so effectually that 
he cured her of her malady, but man- 
aged to shorten her days in the op- 
eration. He received $50 a week. 
This, it must be said, is a pretty 
high price for simply knocking pa- 
tients down, putting a wej, towel over 
their months, and inserting hypo- 
dermic injections into them. As 
thrift appears to be the moving prin- 
ciple in all these establishments, Clif- 
ford may have been but carrying out 
the main ideas.

COICZKXING the corn market the 


New York Public has the following 
figures find speculations: "The latest 
report of the agricultural bureau as 
to corn makes the yield of 1881 only 
1,194,916,000 bushels, Illinois being 
down for only 176,733,000 and Iowa 
for 178,^9,000. It is said that this 
report is not final, but probably ac- 
curate enough for all practical pur- 
poses. According to the reports of 
the bureau, then, the yield of corn in 
six years prior to 1881 was 8,601,- 
000,000 bushels, or 1,433,500,000 
bushels yearly, and the crop of last 
yew ii 240,000,000 bushels smaller. 
As it may be inferred that at least 
200,000,000 bushels, remained not 
consumed from the crop of 1880, 
which was 284,000,000 over the av- 
erage, the legitimate inference is 
that the yield of 1881, with that 
quantity of old corn falls short of 
supplying the average deiaand by 
about 40,000,000 bushels. But the 
demand is so variable, on account of 
the varying production and valne of 
pork, that the statistical comparison 
is of little value. 
Of one thing, 


however, there can bp no doubt, the 
high prices which have ruled for 
some weeks have failed to bring 
much corn into market" 


Lessons of the Drouth. 


Prairie Farmer. 


Among the many valuable lessons 


taught by last summer's drouth there 
was none more strongly impressed 
than the benefits which are to follow 
the early seeding and the careful 
cultivation of corn. Nearly every 
neighborhood affords samples where 
forty acres planted in April or the 
first week in May, and cultivated 
during the summer, yields more at 
harvest than five times the acreage 
planted two or three weeks later, and 
tended in a common way. Indeed, 
the fact is, and the people on the 
black soil, whether in Illinois, Iowa, 
or elsewhere, begin to see and appre- 
ciate it, that for the small grains, 
where the soil is in good condition 
and the farmer does his part of the 
work, entire failures rarely occur, and 
half crops are less than one out of 
five, while for the corn crop a failure 
does not occur once in a generation.

Jesse 
has said that ii any of us went back 
on him he wonld kill us. We thought 
he was after us, and for that reason 
went into it.

It was only a question of who should 
shoot first, Jesse or us. We tried to 
get him to our house, and he did 
come there twice, but I was not at 
home either time, and nothing was 
done. I know where Frank James 
is, but don't propose to tell just now 
at least He is somewhere east 
Frank will avenge Jesse's death, and 
somebody connected with the affair 
will undoubtedly be killed.
